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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Teachers  in  service  and  prospective  teachers  who  attend  courses 
offered  in  the  Spring  and  Summer  Quarters  may  renew  teachers' 
licenses  by  six  weeks  work,  earn  credits  toward  two-year,  five-year, 
and  life  professional  licenses,  and  increase  their  cultural  and  pro- 
fessional training. 

Students  may  register  for  a  full  quarter  of  work  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  spring  quarter,  or  they  may  register  for  six  weeks  work 
during  the  last  term  of  the  spring  quarter,  beginning  April  27.  They 
may  also  register  for  either  term  of  the  summer  quarter,  or  for  the 
entire  quarter.  By  registering  for  any  two  consecutive  six-weeks  terms 
in  the  two  quarters  a  student  may  do  a  full  quarter  of  work,  and  by 
registering  for  three  consecutive  terms  he  may  do  an  entire  semester 
of  work. 

Admission  is  by  certificate  or  examination.  Mature  students, 
however,  may  be  admitted  as  special  or  unclassified  students  to  those 
courses  for  which  they  are  qualified,  without  satisfying  the  usual 
fifteen  units  admission  requirement.  A  detailed  statement  of  entrance 
requirements  may  be  found  in  the  bulletin  of  April,  1937. 

Students  under  the  rank  of  junior  and  under  thirty  years  of  age 
are  required  to  register  for  physical  education  unless  excused  by  the 
Head  of  the  Department  of  Health.  Special  courses  are  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  those  incapacitated  for  vigorous  exercise. 

Dormitory  room  assignments  will  be  made  by  the  President  upon 
deposit  of  the  room  service  fee  of  eight  dollars.  This  fee  must  be  sent 
direct  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  with  the  request  for  room  as- 
signment. In  case  of  cancellation  of  reservation,  no  refund  will  be 
made  unless  requested  a  week  before  the  opening  of  the  school  term. 

A  list  of  rooming  places  off  the  campus  is  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Dean  of  Women.

Day  students  are  required 
to  pay  $36.00  on  entrance  at  the  beginning  of  the  Quarter. 
Students  entering  for  the  second  term  of  the  Quarter  are  re- 
quired to  pay  fees  in  full  upon  entrance.  Students  who  register 
for  an  entire  quarter  must  pay  fees  for  an  entire  quarter. 
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Note:  No  laboratory  fee  is  charged  in  science  courses.  The  fee  in 
commerce  courses  is  $4.00  per  course.

DEMONSTRATION  SCHOOL  AND 
CURRICULUM  LABORATORY 

As  usual,  the  Demonstration  School  will  be  operated  throughout 
the  summer  quarter.  In  connection  with  the  Demonstration  School, 
superior  work  is  being  done  in  the  planning  and  development  of  a  pro- 
gram of  functional  integrated  units,  and  opportunity  for  observation 
of  this  work  is  open  to  all  students  of  the  College.  The  Director  of 
Teacher  Training,  the  Principal  of  the  Demonstration  School,  and  all 
critic  teachers  employed  in  the  School  have  been  in  touch  with  the  Mis- 
sissippi Curriculum  Program  from  its  beginning,  serving  as  regional  di- 
rectors, consultants,  and  members  of  State  committees.  The  curriculum 
revision  program  of  the  Demonstration  School  has  attracted  the  favor- 
able notice  of  national  journals  of  education  within  the  past  year,  and 
both  the  Director  of  Teacher  Training  and  the  Principal  of  the  Demon- 
stration School  have  been  called  to  serve  on  committees  of  direct  re- 
search work  in  other  states  than  Mississippi.  Probably  no  better  op- 
portunity for  finding  practical  application  of  curriculum  principles  to 
their  own  problems  is  available  any  where  to  Mississippi  Teachers  than 
in  the  Mississippi  State  Teachers  College  Demonstration  School. 

A  curriculum  laboratory  will  also  be  a  part  of  the  Summer 
School.  Sections  on  art  and  physical  education  as  well  as  parts  of 
several  other  sections  in  Bulletin  No.  4  of  the  Mississippi  program 
for  the  improvement  of  instruction  were  produced  in  the  State  Teachers 
College  curriculum  laboratory.
